Progress 
being made

WILMINGTON - Representa- 
tives of Avalon Properties updat- 
ed selectmen Tuesday evening on 
the status of the sluggish Salem 
Street sewer project that has in- 
convenienced abutting residents 
and irked town officials. However, 
this time the board was presented 
with more satisfactory news as 
those involved with the project 
said that a considerable amount 
of progress had been made since 
the last update two weeks ago. 

According to Senior Project 
Manager Paul Soughley, work un- 
derneath the street’s first railroad 
crossing is nearly complete and 


he expects work on the second 
crossing to begin shortly. Prob- 
lems such as high groundwater 
and the presence of ledge had 
slowed work originally, but Sough- 
ley said that they were more pre- 
pared for the second set of tracks 
if met with the same problems. 

“We expect to encounter some 
ledge this time,” said Soughley. 
“However, we don’t expect to en- 
counter the delays we experienced 
last time.” 

The project which has continued 
to drag on for several months 
now, has hit stumbling blocks on

New generators a 
concern of neighbors

WILMINGTON- The addition of 
generators to cellular communi- 
cations towers may prompt the 
Planning Board to rewrite their 
by-laws for the towers, board 
members said at their meeting 
last Wednesday. 

In one of three communications 
tower related motions to come be- 
fore the board, Sprint PCS pre- 
sented plans to add a propane 
powered back-up generator to 
their antenna at 377 Ballardvale 
&t., which they labeled an “insig- 
nificant change.” But the board 
tabled the matter until their next 
meeting, because issues surround- 
ing the generators were unclear. 

Sprint rents out space for its 
antenna on a communications 
tower owned by Bell Atlantic. 

The 15 kilowatt generator would 
require two 500 gallon propane 
tanks, which raised concern over 


the safety of nearby residents. 
The generator would also create a 
considerable 74 decibels of sound, 
which it would emit during auto- 
matic 20 minute tests that the gen- 
erator would perform once a 
week. 

Zoning by-laws for communica- 
tions towers do not take genera- 
tors into account, and make no 
provisions for the noise they gen- 
erate or the liquid propane which 
must be stored on the sites, said 
board member Carole Hamilton. 

“I feel a new [agreement] with 
the Wilmington Fire Department 
or a change in the by-laws are 
needed,” Hamilton said. 

Bell Atlantic owns the tower at 
377 Ballardvale, and already oper- 
ates a generator inside of the tow- 
er's compound. The tower also 
has room for a third occupant, but

Deck foundation a problem 
for new homeowners

WILMINGTON - When local 
builder Joseph Brown began 
building a Cedar Street house last 
fall, he followed the site plans to 
the letter. The problem was, the 
site plan differed from the house 
plan that the Conservation Com- 
mission had approved. That did- 
n't slow the sale of the house. It 
was sold only a few days before 
the meeting. 

The new owner only found out 
about a deck problem at the clos- 
ing, now the deck in the back of 
the house has to be changed. 

Because the house was already 
hugging the wetlands, the site 
plan included no deck. With the 
addition of the deck, the construc- 
tion is only 18.5 ft. away from the 
wetlands. The structure is six and 
a half feet closer to the wetlands 
that it should be. 

“You're putting us in a no-win 


the footings for the deck were 
completed at the same time last 
year. The house must have a sec- 
ond exit to meet building code 
requirements for the second 
egress. If the deck is removed, 


the concrete pad becomes a prob- 
lem too. The pad is the closest 
part of the building to the wet- 
lands. Its removal could be dam- 
aging too. Yet to leave the con- 
crete there without the deck gives 
the new owner and the Commis- 
sion only unhappy options. 

“I didn’t realize it was a serious 
issue,” said Brown. “Believe me, I 
would have straightened it out. I 
got my permit and built.

According to Water Department 
employee Dave Ward, who was on- 
call when word of the broken 
water main arrived, water mains 
break all the time, and it was sim- 
ply this water main’s time to go. 

Water mains rupture or develop 
leaks once every couple of 
months, with an increased fre- 
quency during winter months, 
when freezing water expands in 
the pipes. The time and location 
of these ruptures are impossible 
to predict, Ward said.

You can take a partial 
exemption for that part of two years that 
you lived in the house, and the percentage 
applies not to the gain but to the maximum 
exclusion limit.

jointly) entirely tax-free

How can any town expect to 
attract. the smart, talented, eager 
teachers we will soon be 
needing if all they can expect is 
such a paltry salary? 

Teachers or potential teachers 
could earn substantially more as 
waiters or bartenders and their jobs 
would be a lot less stressful and 
hazardous. 

Inmy opinion, $10an hour should 
be a minimum paid to substitute 
teachers. Remember when youhad 
a “sub” and how you may have 
treated that individual?

Elder abuse is drastically under-recognized : 


BURLINGTON - Lahey Clinic 
and Minuteman Home Care have 
joined forces to address the serious 
problem of elder abuse. The project, 
titled “Breaking the Silence of El- 
der Abuse: A Community Approach 
to Prevention,” was initiated ear- 
lier this year after the two organi- 
zations received a grant from 
Harvard Pilgrim Health Care Foun- 
dation. 

“Elder abuse is drastically un- 
der-recognized and under- reported 
in our country,” says Susana Rey 
Alvarez, MD, MPH, chair of Lahey’s 
Domestic Violence Initiative, “and 
the consequences can.be devastat- 
ing for all,inyolyed,”

Citing a recent article in JAMA 
(“The Mortality of Elder Mistreat- 
ment,” August 5, 1998), Alvarez 
notes that the mistreatment of el- 
ders in this country is associated 
with increased mortality in older 
adults. An editorial in the same 
issue states: “many are suffering, 
many are dying prematurely, and 
the causes are definable, measur- 
able, and ultimately largely pre- 
ventable. 

“Many elderly are too ashamed 
or embarrassed to talk about abuse, 
especially when the abuser is a 
family member,” says Trisha Lane, 
protective services'team manager , 
from Minuteman Home Care and

the compound could not accom- 
modate three generators without 
fire safety regulations being bro- 
ken. Board members told Sprint to 
approach Bell Atlantic, and ask if 
a larger generator couldn’t be 
installed which could serve both 
tower occupants 

Sheila Becker of Bell Atlantic 
said that the company would be 
happy to accommodate the town 
by allowing Sprint to use its gener- 
ator. She said she believed the 
generator was large enough to 
serve both the Sprint and Bell 
Atlantic antennas. Bell Atlantic 
designs all antenna sites to 
include generators. 

Becker said it is not normal for 


Bell Atlantic to allow other occu- 
pants to tie into their generators, 
but that if there are space prob- 
lems or the town requests that 
companies share a generator, Bell 
Atlantic’ will do their best to ac- 
commodate the other parties 


involved. 

A lot of new carriers such as 
Sprint PCS do not design their an- 
tennas to include generators, but 
many have become interested in 
adding generators, Becker said 

“Maybe they're interested now 
that they’ve gone through a New 
England winter trying to maintain 
these sites,” Becker said. 

The addition of generators to

town pulled parcel of land, which 
abuts the third lot, off the market 
after’ Mangano had already put a 
bid on it. If Mangano eventually 
acquires this land, it could be 
combined with the third lot, and 
would be accessed from Rollins 
Road 

If Mangano does not get the 
abutting land, the third lot could 
be absorbed into the adjacent Fen- 
way subdivision lot 

Neighboring residents, including 
John Spracklin, 5 Fenway St., are 
concerned that the paved cul-de- 
sac will exacerbate flooding prob- 
lems which already plague the 
area. 

According to Spracklin, his yard 
is located below the grade of near- 
by lands, and as a result all the 
rainwater is channeled to and col- 
lects on his property. 

“I'm concerned my land could be 
a swimming pool,” Spracklin said. 

The water collects on the 
Spracklin’s property, particularly 
the corner by the entrance to Fen- 
way Street. A barrier was in- 
stalled to prevent water from 
draining into the yard, but this 
was demolished by snowplows 


during the Winter, and Spracklin 
requested that a trench drain be 
installed by the corner of his prop- 
erty. The board took this under 
advisement 

The area where the cul-de-sac 
will be located is under water 
three to four months of the year, 
and this water normally drains 
into Mill Brook, said Mark 
Costain, 25 Marion Street. But if 
this area is raised, and paved, it 
could block the waters drainage 
route. 

“Water goes across my land to 
the cul-de-sac area, but if that 
area is raised, the water will go 
back into my yard,” Costain said. 

William J. Goglia, 21 Dell Drive, 
an abutter across Mill Brook to 
the rear of the Fenway lots, said 
heavy precipitation creates flood- 


ing problems on his property, and 
is concerned that the Fenway 
Street cul-de-sac could make mat- 
ters worse. 

“I couldn’t take any more water 
in my backyard, my house will 
wash away,” said Goglia 

Mede said the road extension 
will only create a negligible in- 
crease in runoff, and added that a 


detention basin will be built to 
control flooding problems. But a 
member of the audience ques- 
tioned if this would offset the 
removal of the areas trees, which 
soak up rainwater and hinder 
flooding, 

The board continued the matter 
until Tuesday, November 10 at 7:45 
at the Town Hall. 

Foley Farms 

Plans were also presented to 
convert the former Foley Farm 
lands, located off of West Street, 
into a seven lot subdivision. Board 
members and project abutters 
questioned if drainage plans for 
the subdivision were satisfactory, 
and if access to the subdivision 
was safe ‘ 

In his report to the Board, Town 
Engineer Harold Gillam said the 
subdivision proposal’s current 
drainage design was unaccept- 
able, and recommended _ placing 
an underground drain system 
within a drainage easement. 

The location of the entrance, and 
safety issues surrounding it, were 
also discussed. 

Because motorists routinely 
travel along West Street at 50 


miles per hour, visibility of 
oncoming traffic is a serious con- 
cern. In a letter to the board, 
Charles M. Abraham, 19 West St., 
noted that the subdivision en- 
trance is on a particularly curvy 
section of West Street. 

West. Street is straight for 500 
feet to the North of the entrance, 
and 350 feet to the South of the

Marion Street IV 

The public hearing for the Mari- 
on Street IV subdivision was con- 
tinued, and concerns about sight 
distances on either side of the en- 
trance to the extension were dis- 


cussed, but abutters in attendance 
were most concerned about two 
turnarounds. 

One turnaround used by school 
buses ‘will be paved, but another 
one located by Chestnut Street 
will remain coyered in gravel. In 
the event that the second turn- 
around become over run with 
weeds or grass, the town would 
maintain it, a representative of 
the subdivision said. 

Marshall Industries 

Marshall industries, 33 Upton 
Drive, presented parking lot rede- 
sign plans. The redesigned lot 
would be expanded to make more 
efficient use of its space, a land- 
scaped island would be placed in 
the middle, and the exit onto 
Upton Drive would be moved an 
additional 90 feet away from the 
entrance, 

The drainage plan was reconfig- 
ured to include a new under- 
ground drainage line, as well as a 
stormwater drain that which in- 
cluded water treatment features. 
The board will meet next on 
October 20 at 7:30 p.m. in the Town 
Hall.

AT&T Wireless presented the 
board with plans to attach anten- 
nas on the side of the water tank 
on Nassau Avenue. 

An AT&T representative said no 
generators were planned for this 
site in the near future, because the 
planning boards and residents in 
other towns have expressed con- 
cerns about locating such devices 
within residential zones 

The water tank location is con- 
sidered a necessary one for AT&T 
Wireless, because it will provide 
better voice quality to users in ar- 
eas where dropped calls are cur. 
rently a problem, including 
Routes 38, 62, and 129 

According to Becker, Bell Atlan- 
tic is looking for a way to better 
their service to customers along 
Rte. 62. They are investigating the 


possibility of co-locating on a 
tower owned by Nextel, but may 
construct a separate tower. 

New towers only have to be built 
if there are no opportunities to co- 
locate, Becker said 

The antenna is located on the 
side and top of the tank. The an- 
tenna will be attached by bands 
rather than bolts, so the tank will 
not be punctured. Room will be set 
aside for a second occupant 

The AT&T antenna will have no 
affect on groundwater and sur- 
rounding traffic patterns, will 
emit no light or emissions, and 
will produce no refuse. On parking 
space on the scene will be for the 
temporary parking of a mainte- 
nance vehicle, which will visit the 
site approximately once a month 

The Board approved a proposal 
by Pagenet of Massachusetts to 
co-locate a set of antennas on an 
existing communications tower, 65 
Industrial Way, which holds six 


carriers, 

The company plans to add four 
eight-foot antennas onto the tower, 
and a four-foot satellite dish at the 
base of the tower. Two of the an- 
tennas will be placed on the tow- 
ers top platform, and two others 
will be placed 20 feet_below the top 
platform.

Preparing your deck 
for the elements 


Homeowners and property manag- 
ers spend more than $1 billion annu- 
ally on wood restoration products for 
their decks, docks, fences, and gaze- 
bos, but less than five percent of those 
products are professionally applied. 
Treating and maintaining decks is an 
involved. time-consuming process - 
and not as easy as it looks. 

1) Always plan your job carefully. 
Frequently, decks are damaged be- 
yond repair by homeowners going the 

‘do-it-yourself route quickly. Assess 
the area and map out how you are 
going to proceed with the job ahead. 

2) Take precautionary measures 
to protect all areas that will not 
be a part of the cleaning process, 
and remove all items from the 
deck, Also, remove any foreign 
matter from the surface, such as 
mildew or moss, ete 

3) Environmental correctness is 
important. The cleaning agent used 
on the surface should be biodegrad- 
able. 

4) After thoroughly working in 
the cleaning agent, let it sit for 15 
to 20 minutes. 

5) To achieve the cleanest results, 


it is necessary to use a pressure 
washer. 


6) There are a host of different 
toner coatings you can use to bring 
out the color in your deck. The four 
toners include cedar, redwood, drift- 
wood, and natural (which achieves an 
oak-like effect). 


7) When working your toner into 
the wood, always brush out your 
board. Never stop in the middle of a 
board, or you will leave a unsightly 
stripe, or “lap mark.” 


8) Always work your way out 
from the corner of the deck. 

9) Work your toner into all verti- 
cal surfaces first. 

10) When working on horizontal 
surfaces, never apply a solid stain 
to those surfaces that have a lot of 
foot traffic, 

Flamos stresses wood care is a job 
that never ends. “One misconception 
consumers have is that treated lum- 
ber will be the solution to all their 
problems, but the only things it pro- 
tects against is insect infestation and 
dry rot. It does nothing to ward 
against seasonal elements,” he says.

consuming task of jacking under 
the tracks. Those involved with 
the project cited difficulty at last 
month’s meeting in securing an 
additional flagman, or safety of- 
ficer, for the crossing work sites 
as required by Amtrak.

While Soughley said that he was 
not informed of the available flag- 
men, he did say that some 24-hour 
work will begin on the project.

Several lots under development 
on Baker Street drew the attention 
of neighbors worried about water. 

» “The.whole area floods-even ima 
little rain,” said one Baker Street 
resident. “I don’t understand how 
you can take a development like 
that and dump it into a failed sys- 
tem.” 

According to Jeffrey Miller, of K 
J. Miller Company, who represent- 
ed the owner of the Baker Street 
lots, it wasn’t a failed system. He 

also said that they had added 

extra catch basins to the cul de 
sac and that the extra drainage 
would give the water a place to 
slow down. He also maintained 

that the railroad tracks acted as a 

dam and helped protect the neigh 

borhood and street from runoff 
that might otherwise occur. 

The Commission wanted more 
information, however, and recom- 
mended that a notice of intent be 
filed. Anyone living within 100 
feet of the development area in 
question will get a notice by certi- 
fied mail about the next meeting 
when the project will be reviewed 
again 

Miller also represented the own- 
er of a building to be built on Mid- 
dlesex Ave. Miller indicated that 
a no-disturb area approximately 
16 feet around the area had been 
added to the plans, as had been 
suggested in an earlier meeting: 

Owner Rose Wallent wants to 
build a small house within outer 
portion of the 200 ft. riparian zone 
The Commission previously told 
her no further construction would 
be possible at the site once the 
house was built. Because she 
eventually wanted a garage, the 
plans had to be amended immedi- 
ately to include it. 

However the revised plans 
showed that the construction 
would intrude upon the inner 100 
ft. riparian zone. 

“This is the first time we've seen 
this [version], so we're going ‘to 
recommend that it be moved 
over,” said Morris. “No more dis- 
turbance and no more building in 
a river front zone.” 

“I understand,” said Wallent 
“This lot won’t be subdivided

Lose 5-3 to. Lynnfield 


Boys Soccer 
team coughs up 
two goal lead 


In one of the more animated 
games, the Wilmington High boys 
soccer team fell victim to a very 
good Lynnfield squad, 5-3, despite 
leading 2-0 within the first ten min- 
utes of the game. Wilmington had 
defensive breakdowns which led to 
the five unanswered goals, while 
the officiating certainly didn't help 
matters either. 

But, on the other ‘hand, 
Wilmington's offense certainly had 
one of its better games, connecting 
many times and really mounting a 
lot of pressure onto the Pioneers. 
In the end, the 'Cats suffered their 
second loss to the club, with their 
record now at 6-3-1 overall. 

"I wasn't sure why our defense 
was breaking down, but I think I 
understand now," said head coach 
Dick Scanlon after the loss. "Our 
halfbacks lack speed, it's not that 
they are not hustling because they 
are, they just don't have the speed 
and that's one reason. But 
Lynnfield's a good team. I'mdisap- 
pointed that we didn't win, espe- 
cially having a two goal lead but we 
did some nice things today.

Wilmington struck early, with 
senior Ryan Covino netting the first 
goal on a boot to the top left corner 
on an assist from Justin Vallas and 
the latter scored the second tally, 
chipping in a loose ball in front of 
the net. 

Lynnfield cut the lead in half 
when Wilmington netminder TJ 
Flynn came out of the net going for 
a loose ball, the ball went wide, but 
a Lynnfield player caught up to it 

and banked it into the empty net 

The half closed at 2-1 in favor of 
the 'Cats. 


Quickly the momentum shifted 
on to the Lynnfield side when they 
tied the game up at two when a ball 
that was trying to be cleared out, 
deflected off a Wilmington player 
and into its own net. Again some 
strange deflections went against 
the ‘Cats as that caused the third 
goal when a Lynnfield player was 
wide-open in front of the net, driv- 
ing it home to take the lead.

A few minutes later, Lynnfield 
put the game away scoring another 
fluke goal, and the coffin was nailed 
shut at 5-3.

Get back at North Andover 


Certainly didn't look pretty, but 
football team adds win

It would have been nice for the 
sake of the Wilmington High foot 
ball team to chalk up numerous 
touchdowns against North Andover 
on Friday night. They didn't do 
that. In fact they scored just one 
touchdown against a winless team 
But the 8-0 victory is a win, and 
that, the 'Cats desperately needed 

Wilmington has now bumped its 
mark to over .500 for the first time 
this season, pitching the shut out on 
arainy night, while embracing their 
uniforms with mud from head-to- 
toe on the sloppy field 

"You always have to be happy 
with a win, but yeah I'm surprised 
and disappointed that we didn't beat 
them by more than a touchdown," 
said head coach Bob Almeida. "But 
we have been having trouble finish- 
ing and take away a few mistakes 
that we made and yeah we would 
have beaten them by more points." 

Almeida, quarterback Josh Hiltz 
and senior running back Mike 
Gennetti all seem to agree that 
these past two weeks have done 
wonders for a team who were not 
sure of its identity. 

"I don't think we came together 
as a team early on," said Gennetti 
who had a monster night rushing 
for 101 yards. "Now we are coming 
together and I don't think any team 
can beat us the rest of the season." 

Hiltz, on the other hand, could 
have easily have had Gennetti's 
Player of the Game trophy given 
out by WCCM Radio with his per- 
formance in the secondary. Both 
he and Gennetti have really blos- 
somed there, a position a few backs 
back that seemed unfixable. 

"We are really coming into our 
own, we are feeling more comfort- 
able," added Hiltz, a cornerback 
"This was a very important win for 
us." 

Yes it was 

Wilmington fumbled on its first 
two possessions allowing North 
Andover to take over at its own 11 
and the 50-yard line, respectively. 
Inbetween that, Wilmington lost the 
ball retrieving a punt when a pen- 
alty marker was thrown for an ille- 
gal fair catch signal by Dave 
DeAmato 

North Andover threatened with 
tw6 minutes to go in the first quar- 
ter, but a dump off pass on fourth- 
and-14, only managed an advance- 
ment of seven yards giving the ball 
back to the ‘Cats at their own 23. 
Gennetti started the series off with 
one of his six first downs of the 
game, gaining ten yards on a nice 
run up the middle. After two short 
gains, Gennetti was back at it, this 
time going to the left moving the 
ball 19 yards and giving him 63 
yards at that point and that was just 
the second play of the second quar- 
ter. 

After another short gain, Wilm- 
ington was pushed back ten yards 
on one of its five holding penalties, 
setting up a second-and-18 from the 
NA 37. Matt Minghella, who was 
used very sparingly in the previous 
week after sitting out the first part 
of the season with a broken collar- 
bone, got the call and he delivered. 
Hiltz took the snap and gave an 
inside reverse hand-off to Minghella 
who scorched to the sidelines, be- 


fore making a gorgeous move on a 
dumbfounded defender. "Rabbit 
Legs" scored his first TD of the 
season - and what a big one to 
seore. Kidding aside, perhaps it 
wasn't realized how much the team 
had missed Minghella - he is a very 
important element to the team's 
pffense and success, without get-

Two plays later, Jeff Coughlin 
pushed the ball back six yards on a 
big stop as Saba tried to go to the 
outside and beat the defensive end. 
Coughlin has had quite a season 
thus far, continuing to come up big 
time after time again. 

Saba then caught a screen pass 
over the middle, only to be stuffed 
by a big hit by Eric Banda. North 
Andover punted and Wilmington 
took over at its own 15. 

Wilmington managed to move 

the ball 54 yards on ten scrimmage 
plays while taking 2:32 off the clock 
which became very important as 
NAcouldn't get anything going when 
they got the ball back at its own 35.

just surprised that it's happened 
after all these years." 

Bernie started out as an ama- 
teur boxer in the late 1930s and he 
fought through the second World 
War, professionally as a heavy- 
weight. Combined, his record was 
70-6, losing just two fights as a pro 
as he was ranked in the top twenty 
at one point of his career in the 
World . But he didn't want his kids 
to become boxers, he just wanted 
them to be able to take care of 
themselves. One of hissons, Jimmy, 
took that a step further, becoming 
an amateur in 1972 


Jim "The Gentleman" became a 
proin 1977 and fought mostly around 
New England, including several 
stops in Florida, Canada and New 
York and he split between light- 
weight and heavyweight. 

After doing being very success- 
fulas an amateur at 61-7, Jim turned 
proand lost just one fight to Freddie 
Boyenton of New York in 1979. He 
was 19-1 as a pro and was ranked 
18th in the World in 1982 when he 
got into a terrible car accident,

his elbow and ending his career of 
boxing. 

"My left-hand was my bread and 
butter and I couldn't really use it 
after the accident, so I had to give 
it up," Jim said.

Gennetti comes from a family 
enriched in sports. Two of his 
cousins were stand-out wres' 
Tewksbury High a few 
while, another cousin of hi Is 
Vallas, is one of the better athletes 
at Wilmington High showing off his 
skillsin soccer and hockey.

"Early in the game there was a

“Harvard has a very good pro- 
gram," she said. "They were the 
National champs in 1990 and have 
been a twelve time Ivy League 
champ. 

"Lacrosse is very similiar coach- 
ing wise to basketball with pick- 
and-rolls, moves and defenses.

Knee injuries are 


a common ailment

The knee is a complex piece of body machinery composed 
of cartilage, tendons, ligaments, muscle and bone — and a 
common area for injury. 

Yet many people, particularly weekend athletes, runners, 
aerobic dancers and skiers, take their knees for granted and 
engage in athletics or strenuous exercise programs without 
proper conditioning, making them susceptible to injury. 

There are, for example, an estimated 30 million people in 
the United States who run for exercise, and about 70 percent 
of them will incur a knee injury at one time or another that 
will prevent them from running for at least a week, often 
longer. The majority of these injuries are attributed to train- 
ing errors, such as inadequate warm-up and stretching tech- 
niques, running too fast or too far, or wearing improper or 
ill-fitting shoes. 

The most common averuse injury affecting the knee is 
patellofemoral pain syndrome, or “runners knee.” It is 
caused by an irritation of the undersurface of the kneecap, 
known as the patella, and inflammation of the surrounding 
muscles and tendons. 

The usual cure for the problem is complete rest, ice and 
heat applied to the painful knee area, and an anti- 
inflammatory medication, if needed. ; 

Contact sports can produce more serious knee injuries, 
such as a torn ligament, or damage to the cartilage, known 
as the meniscus. Women appear more susceptible than men 
to acute knee injuries, such as tears in the anterior crucial 
ligament (ACL), which plays a large role in keeping the 
knee stable and is one of four major ligaments in the knee. 
ACL injuries are most common in those who play sports 
that require a great deal of impact, bending or twisting, but 
the ligament also can be damaged in nonathletes from 
something as simple as slipping on the stairs. 

That women seem to suffer from more knee injuries than 
men may be due to a variety of factors. For one, women’s 
hips tend to be wider, thus putting more pressure on the in- 
side of the knees. Women generally have less strength in 
their leg muscles than men, and they are more prone to ex- 
cessive pronation, in which the lower leg twists inward, 
causing the kneecap to rub painfully against the thighbone. 

In addition, changing hormone levels in women may have 
some influence on ligament strength. Injury to the 
meniscus. the cartilage underlving the kneecap, is a fairly 
common ailment in both men and women, The injury is 
caused by a sudden twisting of the knee or by age-related 

* degenerative changes. Cartilage helps reduce the friction 
during movement. When someone loses that extra cushion- 
ing, it’s akin to driving a car without shock absorbers — and 
the knee wears out prematurely. 

With a meniscus tear, the injury may require removal of 
the torn cartilage. Today, orthopedists are pioneering new 
cartilage transplant techniques that are getting patients 
back on their feet faster and functioning normally. 

For most minor knee injuries, the goals of treatment are 
to overcome pain and egies recurrence of the problem. 
The knee joint should be rested during an acute flare-up. * 
Aspirin or other anti-inflammatory drugs can relieve pain 
and swelling, as can ice packs applied intermittently. Warm 
cuimposeee may be substituted for ice after the first few 

ys. 

In cases where surgery is required, the knee will require 
some degree of therapy to restore its strength, endurance

knee injury, at least a month of rehabilitation will usually 
be required to regain recovery. H 
The amateur athlete can help avoid knee injury with a 
year-round conditioning program that includes weights or 
machines to strengthen both the quadriceps (front thigh 
muscles) muscles and hamstrings (back thigh muscles). For 
athletes (particularly runners) with excessive pronation, 
shoe inserts known as orthotics can often correct the prob- 
lem. It also helps to wear the proper athletic shoes. Whether 
your sport is running, basketball or aerobics, the shoe 
should have a flared heel for stability and a wedge-shaped 
support under the arch. ]

New faces

Previously, the responsi- 
bilities of both positions have 
been combined, but the different 
duties and needs of each have 
evolved so that separate officers 
are required. 

“According to Connor, the 
purposes of the two jobs are 
very different. ‘D.A.R.E. is the 
education side,’ Connor said. 
‘The youth officer is more 
involved in the punishment side’ 
This is Connor’s first time as an 
instructor. 

“The D.A.R.E. program is 
well established for sixth 


graders, who go through a 17 
week program where they learn 
different ways of dealing with 
the potentially difficult dilem- 
mas that may present them- 
selves in the future. The stu- 
dents currently learn how to say 
no to drugs, how to deal with 
peer pressure, and how to guard 
their self-esteem. The issues of 
safety are also dealt with, and 
Connor says role playing is often 
employed to help the kids get 
comfortable with speaking and 
acting in responsible ways. 

“Connor has plans for 
younger D.A.R.E. participants 
as well. Children in kinder- 
garten through fourth grade will 
have shorter, less frequent ses- 
sions, and will focus on issues 
more particular to their ages. 
Connor explained that safety 
issues for younger children will 
be explored differently. Stranger 
danger, crossing the street, and 
wearing a safety belt are all top- 
ics that will be presented to the 
elementary-aged students. 

“To keep themselves visible 
and accessible, Connor says she 
and Hood will often eat lunch 
with the kids, and talk with 
them during recess breaks. As a 
first time teacher, Connor 
admits to worrying whether she 
can keep the interest of a large 
group of preteen kids, and still 
keep them under control. ‘I have 
the information to teach, but 
I’m hoping they'll be receptive 
and willing to learn...”

prune? 


If your property has trees 
and shrubs, you can expect to 
do a little creative pruning and 
trimming from time to time. 
When left to their own growth 
patterns, trees and shrubs will 
often grow unevenly. While in 
many instances, pruning § is 
merely cosmetic, in others, it 
can save or extend the life of a 
plant. In nearly all cases, it 
will improve appearances. 

Uneven growth may be 
endemic to a species, or it may 
simply occur in response to 
stressful weather conditions. In 
still other cases, a relatively 
well-shaped tree may simply 
grow into trouble, as when 
spreading branches threaten to 
damage a roof. In most cases, 
careful removal of the offend- 
ing limbs, buds or sprouts can 
mean the difference between a 
troublesome eyesore and a 
healthy, attractive complement 
to your home. 

When to prune is a good 
question. If done at the wrong 
time of year, pruning can pre- 
vent flowering, expose the 
plant to damaging insects and 
rot, and actually fecuiee ab- 
normal growth in the following 
year. Because of the great va- 
riety of trees and shrubs grown 
today, and because climate and 
geography will often influence 
your decision, we suggest seek- 
ing professional advice through 
your county extension agent or 
garden center. Here, we'll con- 
centrate on basic guidelines. 

When it comes to nonflower- 
ing trees, spring and fall prun- 
ings produce the least amount 
of stress. As for flowering trees 
and shrubs, you'll need to 


determine on which type of 
wood the flowers -bud and 
bloom. Roses, for example 
emerge on first-year growth, so 
a judicious early spring prun- 
ing will stimulate new growth 
and encourage more buds. 
Forsythia, by contrast, 
bloom on second-year growth. 
In this case, you'll want to 
prune shortly after flowering. 
In that way, this year’s growth 
become next year’s flowers. 
Apple trees, on the other 
hand, produce from growth 
that is several years old. As 
such, timing is not so critical. 


When approaching any limb 
or shoot, consider the weight 
that it supports. If the limb is 
too heavy, a single top-down 
cut will likely cause the limb to 
break before the final strokes 
are completed, and will ey 
strip its bark all the way ba 
to the trunk. 

The best approach in this 
case is to cut twice. First cut 
through the bark on the bottom 
side of the limb. Then cut the 
limb off from the top just 
ahead of the bottom cut. 

If the limb you remove is 
larger than 1 inch in diameter, 
you'll want to seal the wound 
against insects, mold and rot. 

is is best done with a prun- 
ing seal, sometimes called a 
wound seal or tree paint. This 
tarlike substance is in- 
expensive and will last through 
several seasons.

Review: Does anyone else 
long for the days when movie 
ratings executives shuddered 
every time Eddie Murphy 
opened his mouth? 

This latest Murphy vehicle is 
a family flick, without any 
swear words or nudity, and for 
those of us who watched Murphy 
break into the business back in 
the 1980’s this comes as a sur- 
prise.

Once they've 
made it down the aisle, seat them 
with their parents. 

© If something goes wrong and 
they refuse or burst into tears, 
don’t force the issue. Take them 
out and continue on with the cere- 


mony. 

@ Be sure to thank the children 
for their role with a little necklace, 
stuffed animal or other appropri- 
ate gift. Thank the parents with a 
photo of their child walking down 
the aisle.

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Tips for crafting the perfect toast

OK, best man, father of the 
bride, maid of honor, groom or as- 
sorted guests — it’s your turn to 
stand and raise a glass. Make that 
toast something memorable — but 
because it’s a lovely sentiment, not 
because as you stood you knocked 
over the glass of champagne, 
couldn't come up with a string of 
words that made any sense and 
then improvised with something 
that brought a wave of embarrass- 
ment over close friends and rela- 
tives. 

In this age of camcorders this is 
not a good way to be remembered. 

Weddings are usually highly pre- 
pared and organized events. The 
toast should be given no less 
thought and attention, especially if 
you've been singled out for the hon- 
or by the couple. Below are some 
suggestions and resources to help 
make your 15 seconds of fame 
bring a smile to the faces of the 
people celebrating this new mar- 
riage. 

PREPARING THE CONTENT 

The Web site Wedding Circle 
(www.weddingcircle.com /fyi/spe- 
ech/toastbk.htm) has a great sec- 
tion on giving toasts.

not a good idea. Recounting how 
the couple met is usually a good 
one. 

Lacking some kind of pithy fina- 
le? Pick up a copy of Diane Warn- 
er’s “Complete Book of Wedding 
Toasts” (Career Press). 

She has lots of sample toasts for 
different members of the wedding 
party, for different ethnic groups 
and appropriate for different days 
(weddings held on New Year’s Day 
or Valentine's Day, for example). 

Another source is the Wedding 
Circle Web site. There you'll find 
examples that people from around 
the world have sent in — some are 
pretty corny, some trite, some 
downright tacky (“The vows have 
been said, the cake has been cut, 
let’s hope — bride’s name — 
doesn’t grow a big butt.”), but 
others are full of sentiment and 
good wishes. (“May the most you 
wish for be the least you receive.

BURLINGTON — Necessity was really the “Mother of In- 
vention” for Kathy Duke of Burlington when two of her chil- 
dren were married within five months of each other in 1997. 


She had been to many weddings and had seen many dif- 


ferent selections of the printed church program books at al- 
most every wedding but, when it came to finding someone in 
the business of printing them, there was no small business 
to be found. 

Duke set up and printed out a lovely keepsake wedding 
program book in June when her son, Ronald Brush Jr., 
married Catherine Mazzeo of Somerville and she repeated 
the job with an additional flair when her daughter, Andrea 
Brush, married Michael Woods of Southborough in Novem- 
ber. 

Guests began asking who created the beautiful booklets 
and Duke, after taking on a few wedding orders as gifts for 
friends, realized that there was a market for her services. 

Duke invites prospective brides to call her and make an 
appointment to select a program cover and colors and to 
customize the wording of their program booklets. 
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easier to give couples that PBS 
documentary look — or a charm- 
ing “When Harry Met Sally ...” 
treatment. After all, your wedding 
may not make national headlines, 
but it’s certainly the biggest news 
in your life. 

Chapman notes that videos also 
are getting shorter in length — 
about 30 minutes of creatively ed- 
ited, stylized and watchable high- 
lights. 

“When your friends come over, 
they may not have two or three 
hours to watch the whole wed- 
ding,” he adds. 

But although the finished prod- 
uct is shorter, it can be more ex- 
pensive, since it requires more so- 
phisticated editing skills. 

“It’s much harder to produce an 
edited wedding than to set up a 
camera and let it roll,” Chapman 
explains. 

Like still photographers, video- 
graphers are using more black- 
and-white footage. “It’s chic,” says 
Chapman, and it's often used for 
flashback segments and wedding 
guest interviews. 

Many couples want their video 
to tell their personal love story, 
from when they first met through 
their first date and all the way to 
the big day. To make it come alive, 
videographers may incorporate 
video or 8 mm film from their 
childhood through college gradua- 
tion. 
CHOOSING A PROFESSIONAL 

Having a good idea of the look 
you'd like for your wedding photos 
and video is just the first step. 
Next, you have to find profession- 
als who can make your dream vi- 
sion a reality. Good photographers 
and videographers are booked well 
in advance, so selecting them 
should be done as soon as you set a 
date and place — and possibly 


‘Tve had people change their 
dates if they find out I'm booked,” 
says Chapman. 

And when it comes to video, the 
bride and groom are the executive 
producers, he adds. It's up to them 
to secure permission for videotap- 
ing to take place. Some churches 
and synagogues have restrictions 
on videotaping, and you may need 
to choose a different venue. 


Word of mouth is an excellent 
way to find prospective photogra- 
phers and videographers. You also 
can visit industry associations, 
such as WPPI, (310) 451-0090, or 
www.wppi-online.com or. WEVA 
International, (800) 501-WEVA, for 
local referrals. *, 

It’s a good idea to interview’ 
three or four professionals for both 
jobs. Be sure to take a close look at 
their work to make sure the style is 
harmonious with what you want. If 
you want lots of interviews with 
guests during the reception, you'll 
want a videographer who is com- 
fortable approaching strangers; 


and specify it in the contract.
